REMARKS 

Claims 

The rejections to Claims 1-4 based upon 35 USC § 103 are noted. While not waiving any 
argument against such rejections, the Applicant will amend the claims to avoid the rejections by 
combining the limitations of Claim 5 with Claim 1, in amended Claim 5, and amend Claims 2-4 to 
depend from Amended Claim 5. This amendment was discussed with the Examiner by telephone 
on March 14, 2005. 

Claims 5-9 were allowable if rewritten in independent form. However, Claim 5, rewritten 
as an independent claim will now provide the amended reference to dependent claims 6-9, as well
